They will be received by 
the directors and officials of the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company, Ltd., 
where the private siding crosses the Athy- 
Carlow road. Here the visitors will be 
divided into groups and placed in charge 
of engineers, wlio will show them round 
the factory. In this way all will be able 
to see at first’ hand how the factory is 
worked. . 
THE BUILDINGS. | 

‘To all who have watched the develop- 
ment of the factory the progress made 
has been wonderful. 

Formal possession of the land was 


obtained on the 1st January, 1926. Four 
days later the first sod was turned by the 
‘Bishop of Kildare and Leighlin. Work. 
was then begun on earthworks for the | 
beet flumes, and on the foundations for 
the main buildings. During the month | 
the site was found to contain ample sup- | 
plies of sand and gravel, suitable for | 
preparing concrete for the foundations. 
The laying of the foundations began on 
the 8th February, when cement and steel 
foundation parts arrived. 

The masonry work had been: iuleumiadl 
to Messrs. Thomas. Thompson and _ Sons, 
Ltd., Carlow. They erected the steelwork 
of six of the nine buildings, and carried 
out the entire concrete work, including 
the five immense storage bins, with, their 
various canals carrying the beet into the 
factory. ‘The floors are mainly of concrete, 
and the walls are built of cast concrete 
blocks. , : 
SOME FIGURES. ; 

Over 5,000 tons of cement were used in 
the building, and all the necessary con- 
structional and machine work was carried 
out at the contractor’s own premises. They 
were the only Irish contractors employed 
on the work, which they started in Feb- 
ruary and finished in November. 

The steel buildings erected involved the 
use of 2,600 tons of steel. These include: 

Main factory building, 85 yards long, 
4 yards wide, and. 30 yards high, with 
six stories in some parts. 

Building for boiler house, power house, 
and drying plant, 100 yards long, 17 
yards wide, and 16 yards high. 

Sugar warehouse, 90 yards long, 
yards wide, and 16 yards high. 

Dried pulp. warehouse, 70 yards. long, 
17 yards wide, and 16 yards high ; and 

Workshop; hydraulic’ beet unloader, lime 
kiln plant, etc. 

Constructional work began on the 15th 
April and was complete three months 
later, except on one building, which was 
delayed for special reasons. In May the 
manufacturing apparatus began to arrive 
from Austria, Belgium, England, France, 
Germany,-Czecho-Slovakia, and the United 
States—chiefly from Belgium and Czecho- 
Slovakia. This machinery is of the latest 
type, and weighs about. 8,000 tons. 


THE FARMER’S PART. 

Meanwhile 6,000 farmers in different 
parts of the country had contracted to 
grow 10,000 acres of sugar beet for a 
period of three years. They were induced 
to do this by a promise of 54s. per ton, 
factory weight, for sugar beet with a sugar 
content oí not less than 154 per cent. For 
every one per cent. of sugar over 154 they 
were guaranteed @s. 6d. per ton extra. 

The results obtained so far have been 
extremely good, the average sugar content 
being about 17 per cent. In the case of a 
crop giving a sugar content of 174 per 
cent. it means that the grower receives 59s. 
per ton. In addition the grower has the 
advantage of buying some of the by- 
products at a price below that of the open 
market. 

Were it not for the subsidy voted by the 
Oireachtas, the factory would, doubtless, 
be unable to pay sueh a price to the 
farmer. The subsidy voted for the sugar- 
making season, now in full swing, was 
£152,000. This is payable at the rate of 
24s. 6d. per cwt. on the sugar produced. 
Manufacture is under the supervision of 
the revenue authorities, who will certify: 
the polarisation, and make arrangements 
with the sugar company for payment of 
the subsidy. 

In order to give effect to the arrange- 
ments made by the Free State Government 
with Sir Maurice Lippens for the estab- 
lishment of a beet sugar factory, the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company, Ltd., was 
registered in Dublin on the 4th December, 
1925. It has an authorised share capital 
of £400,000, divided into 386,000 “A” 
shares of £1 apiece, and 400,000 “B” 
shares of 1s. each. At the time of the 
registration an undertaking was given that 
the company would be ready to start work 
in the sugar manufacturing season 1926-27 


CEASELESS ACTIVITY. 

' Even on bright days such as last Satur- 
day—when a Press view was afforded—the 
upper part of the factory buildings is now 
hidden from view by a dense cloud of 
steam. There is little evidence of activity 
in the 280-foot chimney of concrete blocks. 
This has a diameter of 12 feet at the top, 
and is an outstanding feature of the land- 
scape for miles around. Its chief object 
seems to be the evacuation of gas, not 
volumes of smoke. Inside the factory 
premises, however, there is ceaseless 
activity, night and day. 

A private siding, which involved laying 
more than two miles of track, was con- 
structed by the Great Southern Railways 
Company. With two locomotives, the 
Sugar Company takes delivery of 200 
wagons of beet at the siding every 24 
hours, while 25 wagon loads of products 
are sent away. By road the factory re-

It should be noted that what he accepts 
is not the commission to form a Cabinet, 
but merely to negotiate with the party 
leaders on the subject of the formation 
of a Cabinet, which is a very differ2nt 
thing. Accordingly, he will consult tive 
party leaders to-morrow as to the chances 
for the’ formation of a Cabinet of the 
Middle parties. His task is thus much 
more limited than that originally assigned 
to Herr Curtius. 

It is primarily the business of Germans 
themselves to decide what form of 
government they choose to inflict upon 
one another, but since their main object 
in forming a Government is to influence 
a policy that affects the peace of Europe, 
it is impossible to take towards the pre- 
sent crisis the customary attitude of com- 
plete detachment. . At present. the best 
prospects for European peace seem to lie 
in: a Government of the Middle Parties, 
with the support of the Left, not least 
becausea slightly more generous .treat- 
ment ‘of Labour in Germany might con- 
tribute towards internal stability. The 
continued existence of such a Govern- 
ment should not be difficult if the 
responsible party leaders could bring 
themselves to abandon the selfish “all or 
nothing’? policy that has lately become 
the bane of German politics.

Mr. Mitchell-Hedges has travelled in 
Central America, and last week he ad- 
dressed several audiences in London and 
neighbouring towns and districts.’ In the 
course of his addresses and at the National 
Liberal Club in” London he expressed 
regret at the lack of grit among the young 
Englishmen of to-day.. On Friday after- 
noon he told an audience of Bank of 
England officials that the old spirit of 
adventure seemed to be dying mn the 
English youth of to-day. '. ; 
“I have been abroad, he said, “ for 
many years, and ‘when [ come back and 
look around I am somewhat. disturbed. at. 


finding delinite indications that: the old 


English love of adventure is dying out,

First.” I am afraid we are becoming not 
merely a C 3 nation, but’ even a (5.

THE AWAKENING. 


Within a few hours of that declaration, 
however, Mr. Mitchell-Hedges was to learn 
that the old English spirit of adventure 
was not as dead as he had thought it. 
Early on Saturday morning he was being 
driven in a motor-car from London to 
Bournemouth, and found himself con- 
cerned in an adventure that was neither 
of his choice nor to his liking. 

With him in the car were Mr. H. Colin 
Edgell, of Ivy. Dene, Forest Hill road, 
London; and Kenneth F. W. Taylor, 
who was driving the car. They had 
reached a lonely part of the Portsmouth 
road, near Wisley. Hut, which is bordered . 
by commons and pine-woods, when a man-_ 
suddenly appeared in the beam of the - 
headlights and waved his arms for the. 
car to stop. The driver pulled up, and 
the man asked him if he would go up 
the road to attend to a man who was. ill 
and take him to hospital. 

Mr. Mitchell-Hedges and his friend ra- 
mained in the car while thé driver went 
along the road with the stranger. They 
waited for some. minutes, but Taylor did 
not come, back. They left the car and 
walked in the direction in which Taylor 
and the stranger had gone, and, to their 
astonishment, they found the driver lyiag 
by the side of the road with his hands ' 
tied behind him. As they were about to 
i release him, five or six men sprang upon 
Mr. Mitchell-Hedges—a powerfully-built 
man—and Mr. Edgell. A seuffle took 
place, and finally the men ran away in 
the darkness. 

Taylor having been released, the three’ 
returned to the car, and foand that Mr. 
Mitchell-Hedges’s case was missing.: In 
it were some valuable papers relating to 
a business in which Mr. Mitchell-Heédges 
was interested in Honduras, where he has 
conducted. explorations. There were also 
in the case five or six specimens of the 
exceedingly rare human heads which had 
been shrunk by Indians in the interior 
by a process of which they alone possessed - 
the secret. 

Mr. Mitchell-Hedges and his com- 
panions drove into Guildford, five or six. 
miles away, and informed the borough 
police. The three men were covered with. 
mud, and the driver, who was in a faint-.. 
ing condition, was attended by a doctor. . 


ATTACK EXPLAINED. 


When seen in London on Saturday morr- 
ing Mr. Mitchell-Hedges. said :-—‘‘ Some- 
thing very serious. took place; I do not 
want to say anything on the matter; I 
do not want any publicity, and.I asked 
the police not to make anything public, “' 
I would give £5,000 to undo what hap- 
pened last night.” He was greatly shaken 
and would make no further statement. 
Last ‘ night, “however, hé was able ‘to 
explain the strange adventure to a Press 
Association representative in London. ! 

“A practical joke has been played upon 
me,” said Mr, Mitchell-Hedges. “ My bag 
and its valuable contents were restored to 
me to-day intact. I had a conversation 
with the police this afternoon, and I have 
decided to take no action against the 
jokers. i 

The explanation of the attack was con- 
tained in a letter addressed on Saturday 
from the National Liberal Club, and. 
signed by a member whose name Mr. 
Mitchell-Hedges has promised not to dis- 
close. “He has a priceless black eye as 
a souvenir of the roadside encounter,’’ he 
observed, as he handed the document t. 
the Press Association representative. 

The letter stated that the writer and 
five other young Liberals took exception 
to Mr. Mitchell-Hedges’s remark at the 
National Liberal Club recently about lack 
of grit in the British youth of to-day, and 
they made up their minds to prove, the 
opposite to be true in striking ways. 
“ Well, we have done it,” the letter added. 
“You did not suspect that the six rufhans 
who attacked you in the Cobham Woods 
were six of these yery. young .weaklings 
whom you were reviling with their lack 
of enterprise and pluck. Your bag is in 
our possession, It has not been opened. 
I shall be pleased to restore it on the 
withdrawal of your accusations.”

Mr. Mitchell-Hedges said that he hed 
accepted the letter as from one gentleman 
to another, and he realised that it was a 
practical joke.
